EXTENSION OF PACT | 
AAINST NEW WARS 
ASKED BY KELLOGS 


Sends France Invitation 
to Help Get Other 
Nations in Plan. 


ROOT TREATY DRAFT 
ALSO TRANSMITTED 


Latter, Substitute for Agree- 
ments, Forwarded to Japan 
and Great Britain. 


(Associated Press.) 

The formal invitation to France to 
join the United States in proposing to 
all the principal powers of the world a 
multilateral treaty containing a declara- 
tion “renouncing war as an instrument 
of national policy” was made public 
yesterday by the State Department. It 
was forwarded to Paris December 28 as 
an elaboration of the original “draft 
pact of perpetual friendship between 
France and the United States.” 

On the same date, the State Depart- 
ment transmitted a draft treaty to re- 
place the Root arbitration treaty with 
France on its expiration February 27. 
It includes in the preamble a proposed 
general declaration against resort to 
war. A copy of this draft has been 
transmitted to the British and Japanese 
governments and will be transmitted to 
every other government with which the 
United States has a Root arbitration 
pact. The text of the draft of the re- 
vised arbitration treaty was not made 
public, although the American pro- 
posals it contains are known in general 
terms. ° 

Claudel Visits Kellogg. 


Ambassador Claudel called on Secre- 
tary Kellogg yesterday to discuss the 
various peace treaty proposals. It was 
sald at the embassy, however, that he 
was still unadvised as to the attitude 
of the French foreign office on. the 
suggestion from Washington § that 
France and the United States lead the 
way in a world-wide movement to get 
all nations committed to the antiwar 
Geclaration, 

Thé proposal, which is in the nature 
of a counter suggestion to the French 
foreign minister’s original plan for a 
bilateral treaty against war between 
France and the United States, is con- 
tained in a note from the State De- 
partment to the French government. 

The Briand draft pact, it says, “pro- 
poses that the two powers should 
solemnly declare in the name of their 
respective peoples that they condemn 
recourse to war, renounce it as an in- 
strument of their national policy to- 
ward each other, and agree that a set- 
tlement of disputes arising between 
them, of whatsoever nature or origin 
they may be, shall never be sought by 
efther party except through pacific 
means.”

HIGH NAVY OFFICIAL, 
IN BOAT, BATTLES ICE 


Assistant Secretary Robinson 
Escapes Being Marooned 


on Island. 
Special to The Washington Post. 

Norfolk, Va., Jan. 3.—Assistant Sec- 
retary of the Navy T. Douglas Robinson 
arrived in Norfolk today from Currl- 
tuck Sound after having been obliged 
to cut short a duck hunting trip be- 
cause of.extreme cold weather. Ice 
formed over the water and Mr. Robin- 
son found himself virtually marooned 
on the island in the sound, where he 
had planned to remain several days. 

He requested the Hampton Roads 
naval base to send an airplane to Cur- 
rituck to take him to Washington, but 
the plane failed to arrive and he de- 
cided to make his way to Norfolk by his 
own efforts.

Sunday closing was denounced in em- 
phatic language by the Citizens Advisory 
Council last night by adoption of a re- 
port written by Col. H. C. Newcomer 
disapproving the blue Sunday bill pend- 
ing before Congress. 

Col. Newcomer also expressed orally 
disapproval of the present law forbid- 
ding public entertainment on Sunday 
except between 2 and 11 p. m., but no 
action was taken since this question 
was not before the council. His writ- 
ten report was as follows: 

“The practice of suspending all ordi- 
nary labor not immediately necessary 
for one day in seven, although begun as 
a religious custom, is now generally 
recognized and approved, irrespective of 
religious beliefs. 


Religious Liberty Upheld, 


“Christian people usually choose Sun- 
day for this purpose. Some Christians, 
however, as well as others, still observe 
the Biblical commandment to rest on 
the seventh day of the week rather than 
the first. 

“Under our system of government, 
with separation of church and state, 
it is not a proper function of public 
authority to support one side or the 
other in religious controversies or to 
restrict full personal liberty in such 
matters where the public peace and 
the canons of immorality generally ac- 
cepted by decent people are not in- 
volved. 

“The attempt to impose one’s reli- 
gious views on others by outlawing cer- 
tain forms of amusement or entertain- 
ment on Sunday that are permissible 
on other days is considered especially 
reprehensible.”

Hickman, escorted from his cell to 
the courtroom by guards armed with 
tear bombs to quell any possibic dem- 
onstration by the thrang of curious, 
at first pleaded insanity on the murder 
charge alone, but changed the plea 
later to cover both accusations.

Mr; O’Leary and that he had told Mr. 
O'Leary always that he could not 
identify either of the men. 

Kidwell at no time denied swearing 
to the affidavits with the two disputed 
paragraphs in them. He did testify, 
however, in response to interrogatories 
of. Justice Siddons that he did not 
learn that an affidavit was a sworn 
document until the day of the mis- 
trial in the Fall-Sinclair case. 


Easby-Smith Testifies. 


He also displayed unfamiliarity with 
the meaning of the word immunity. 
He testified in cross-examination by 
Mr. Hoover that immunity had been of- 
fered him, but when questioned by 
Justice Siddons indicated that he had 
thought immunity and his constitu- 
tional rights to be one and the same 
thing. 

Kidwell and Mr. Hawken were fol- 
lowed on the stand by Col. James S. 
Easby-Smith, one of the committee 
named by the court to investigate the 
possibility of bringing contempt pro- 
ceedings. He was a Government wit- 
ness. A legal controversy over the 
ramge that his testimony might cover 
prevented Col. Easby-Smith from tell- 
ing the court what Kidwell told him 
which he had not related on the wit- 
ness stand. 

"Phe direct examination of Kidwell on 
the intimidation charge, which has 
sidetracked the hearing of the con- 
tempt charges, was concluded during 
the morning session.

TRAFFIC PENALTIES DROP 


Fines in Police Court during the 
year 1927 aggregated $428,897.86, the 
lowest since 1921. This amount was 
apportioned among the three branches 
as follows: Traffic branch $172,052.89; 
United States branch, $106,302.28, and 
District branch, $150,542.69. 

Fines in 1926 totaled $461,660.47, of 
which the traffic branch collected $204,- 
228.30, the United States branch §111,- 
695.53, and the District branch $145,- 


736.64. Therefore there has been a fall- 
ing off in fines collected by the traffic 
and United States branches, and an 
increase in the fines collected by the 
District branch, 

The greatest falling off is in the 
traffic fines collected. The explanation 
given is that local motorists are really 
becoming more respectful of the law. 
This is attributed to the drives that 
have been made in the last two or three 
years, when certain violations would be 
selected and prosecuted to the limit. 

In 1917, the: fines collected by the 
Police Court aggregated $165,554.83, not 
as much as last year's traffic violations 
brought. There was a marked increase 
after that. The high mark was reached 
in 1924, when fines totaled $517,383.29. 
The automobile brought most of the 
increase, as it also brought the more 
recent reduction.

Dummy Diver Shows Water to 
Be Too Cold for Humans; 
Inquiry On Today. 


Provincetown, Mass., Jan. 3 (A.P.).— 
The piercing chill of the water today 
forbade resumption of salvage opera- 


tions on the sunken submarine 8-4, al- 
though the sea was smooth.

“Quickly, involuntarily, the thought 
comes, “Why not with man? Why not 
purge the body of the wornout fluids, 
develop a similar technic for renewing 
them-—-and so win immortality?” 


“Although the body is composed ot | 


elements that are potentially immortal,” 
the speaker said, “it is and always will 
be subject to senility and death. * * * 
Immortality is tncompatible with or- 
ganization. But organization is neces- 
sary for the development of a highly 
differentiated nervous system and for 
the appearance of mental processes, 

“Death ts the price we have to pay 
for possession of our brains. The price 
is not excessive because the mysterious 
energy which is created by the brain 
cells, Or expresses itself through them, 
is after all the greatest marvel of this 
universe.”

Meat Men Not Guilty of Any 
Antitrust Violation, Hughes 
Declares. 
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AIDS SWIFT AND ARMOUR 


(Associated Press.) 


The famous pack~rs’ consent decree. 
divorcing them from business not 
related to the meat packing tndustry 
was before the Supreme Court yester- 
day for the second time. Charles 
Evans Hughes appeared again for the 
Swift and Armour groups, which seek 
to have the decree set aside. 

Attacking the decree as invalid 
Hughes asserted the packers had been 
guilty of no violation of any antitrust 
law and that the courts had no juris- 
diction to enter such a decree until it 
had been found that there was an 
actual violation of the law. 

William J. Donovan, assistant to the 
attorney general in charge of antitrust 
sults, maintained there was sufficient 
ground for the decree in the Govern- 
ment’s suit against the packing firme 
and their subsidiaries and officers 
alleging violations of the antitrust law 

He stressed the fact that the antl- 
trust prosecution was suspended only 
when the packers agreed to have the 
decree entered. 

Counsel for the American and for 
the National Wholesale Grocers’ Asso- 
clations were given permission to be 
| heard in arguments today in support 
of the Government's Insistence that 
the decree be sustained. 

The case was in the Supreme Court 
once before when the tribunal was 
asked by the District of Columbia 
Court of Appeals to rule upon the 
jurisdiction of the court which entered 
the decree. At that time the Supreme 
Court decided to take the whole case 
in hand and decide it on its merite 
instead of passing only upon certain 
specific phases. For that reason it was 
ordered reargued.

Congress reconvenes today, after two | 

weeks’ holiday with the folks back 
home. In the Senate the Republicans 
will regain a nominal majority with 
the swearing in of Bronson Cutting, of 
New Mexico, who was appointed to suc- 
ceed the late Senator Andrieus A. 
Jones. He will give the Republicans 47 
votes, as against 46 for the Democrats. 
_ The nominality of the Republican | 
majority, however, is emphasized when 
Senator Shipstead (Farmer-Laborite), 
of Minnesota, and the group of Pro- 
gressive Republicans are borne in mind. 
Senator-designate Cutting has given 
some signs, too, that he may align him- 
self with this group. However, the Re- 
Publicans at least are one better off 
than they were before Christmas, 

One of the first major fights is likely 
to turn on the question of deferring 
action on the tax bill, This is the in- 
tention of Senator Smoot, of Utah, but 
adverse to the plans of Senator Sim- 
mons, Of North Carolina. There is no 
good reason why this should be any- 
thing but a committee fight, however, 
and the indications are that Smoot, 
backed by the administration, will win. 
The Progressives have been reported as 
planning to assist the Democrats, but 
in so far as the Borah-Norris group of 
them is concerned, this is not believed 
to be true.

G. 0. P. Leader Says Contest. 
Prevents Senator - Elect 


From Running Again. 

Philadelphia, Jan. 3 (A.P.).—Senator- 
elect William 8. Vare, thus far barred 
from taking his seat in the Senate, can 
not resign and there can not be a 
vacancy while there is a contest over 
the seat, in the opinion of William L. 
Mellon, of Pittsburgh, chairman of the 
Republican State committee. Mr. Mel- 
lon met party leaders here today on 
plans of the Pennsylvania delegation to 
the national convention in Kansas City 
in June. 

“It has not been decided,” he éaid, 
“whether we will have a delegation in- 
structed for a candidate or whether we 
will have an uninstructed delegation.” 

Mr. Mellon verified reports that a de- 
cision had been reached against the 
suggestion that Senator-elect Vare 
might resign and become a candidate 
for his protested seat as a running mate 
of Senator David A. Reed at the spring 
primary. Lawyers have said such a 
course could not be followed, and the 
State chairman is of the opinion that 
Mr. Vare can not resign. “That is the 
attitude we are taking,” he said. “‘Sen- 
ator Reed probably will announce his 
candidacy for reelection soon. He has 
not much time left.”

““TO RENOUNCE WAR.” 


Secretary Kellogg has advised Foreign 
Minister Briand, of France, as to the at- 
titude of the United States toward M. 
Briand’s suggestion that the two govern- 
ments enter into a treaty renouncing war. 
Mr. Kellogg restates the established 
policy of the United States in behalf of 
the peaceful settlement of international 
disputes, and expresses the willingness of 
this Government to enter into a multilat- 
eral treaty with .“the principal world 
powers” renouncing war as an instru- 
ment of national policy. He makes it 
clear, however, that the United States is 
not willing to make such a treaty with 
France alone, or with any other single 
power. The reasons which forbid an 
‘engagement of this kind between two 
powers only ought to be apparent. 

Although France and the United States 
might wish to remain at peace even in 
case of a general war, a treaty binding 
them to renounce war might be ineffec- 
tive if either of them became involved 
in war with other powers. France has 
several allies and is pledged to go to war 
in certain contingencies. The enemies of 
those allies might be at peace with the 
United States, and this country would 
surely expect to carry on commerce with 
them. France would be obliged to inter- 
cept such commerce, just as those enemies 
would be obliged to intercept American 
commerce with France. The clash be- 
tween belligerent and neutral rights 
would in all probability provoke war, as 
it did in the late war. In that war the 
United States protested vigorously 
against the British extension of the right 
_ of search and seizure, and equally vigor- 
ously against German submarine out- 
rages upon American rights. The Ger- 
mans finally decided to risk war with the 
‘United States, believing that the allies 
would be defeated before the United 
States could send its army to France. 

The United States has no allies. It is 

not bound to go to war in behalf of any 
nation. It is not bound by the covenant 
of the League of Nations to boycott any 
nation that does not respect the covenant. 
It is a Nation that is normally neutral 
while other nations are at war. Washing- 
ton in his Farewell Address emphasized 
this normal position of neutrality, and 
advised his countrymen that if they 
would build up a suitable navy their de- 
termination to remain neutral and to 
@njoy the rights of a neutral would be 
respected. That advice is as sound now 
as when it was penned by the Father of 
His Country. 
“ Mr. Kellogg now suggests that the 
United States is willing to renounce war, 
if all other great powers are, willing. 
There is no danger that the principal 
‘world powers will accept his challenge. 
In their league they have already pro- 
vided for war as the ultimate instrument 
of both national and international policy. 
That-is one of the fatal blunders of that 
idealistic and impracticable scheme for 
abolishing war. The powers can not 
meet Mr. Kellogg’s suggestion without 
abolishing the League of Nations.

MOVING ON SANDINO. 


The dispatch of 1,000 Marines to Nicaragua 
is evidence of the determination of the Gov- 
ernment to put an end to the campaign against 
Sandino. During the months in which the 
United States has been inactive, or acting upon 
an inadequate scale, Sandino has been recruit- 
ing and drilling his forces, aided by one out- 
side of Nicaragua, who has supplied him with 
uniforms, arms, ammunition and food. The 
source of these supplies is either not known 
to the United States, or it does not see fit to 
reveal the source. Last year it was known 
that some of the supplies came from Mexico. 
Apparently Sandino’s range of operations has 
been so restricted that he could not obtain 
outside aid except through Honduras. 

With 2,400 Marines in Nicaragua, well 
equipped and assisted by airplanes, the pur- 
suit and annihilation of the Sandino gang 
ought to be a brief affair. Americans, espe- 
cially Marines, can go wherever other human 
beings can go; and if the Marines are aided 
by airplanes, they should be able to locate 
Sandino and reach him without much delay. 
He can not escape through Nicaragua. If he 
goes into Honduras, he can be captured. His 
probable avenue of flight will be down the 
Cocos River, in which case he should be cap- 
tured by American vessels. 

There can be only one end to the fight be- 
tween United States Marines and the bandits 
under Sandino. The sooner the end is reached 
the smaller will be the loss of life.

EDUCATION STILL AT FAULT. 


When it comes to having a fling at educa- 
tion and educational methods and results, no 
one, not even Edison, can administer such 
knockout blows as the educators themselves. 
Here, for example, is Truman L, Kelley, who 
is actually professor of education‘and psychol- 
ogy at Stanford University, and who yet has 
the nastiest things imaginable to say against 
educational practice in general. Addressing 


at Nashville, Tenn., a sectional meeting of the 


American. Association for the Advancement of 


Science, the Stanford professor admitted, .in- | 


deed, that in athletics, now an important part 
of the school and college curriculum, the 
strong find expression for their physical tal- 
ents, 
nilly, into a rough game like football, but he 
had scarcely anything but contempt for the 
way in which the more strictly academic sub- 
jects are handled. 

Prof. Kelley characterized the present 
method of education as a “‘modern Procrustes,” 
a host who in ancient times stretched or am- 
putated the Jimbs of his guests in order to 
make them fit his beds, the only difference, in 
Mr. Kelley’s opinion, being that the schools 
take some ten years to complete an operation 
which the mythological character effected in a 
few minutes. The explanation, he thinks, Mes 
in the fact that teachers simply do not know 
enough at present to deal with the varying 
talents that come before them. 

This wholesale indictment of the teaching 
body is scarcely warranted. If complaint were 
made that classes are, as a rule, too large 
and that the students can not therefore receive 
due individual] attention, the position taken up 
would be comprehensible. To say, however, 
that teachers are unprepared to deal in a satis- 
factory way with the student who happens to 
have the “‘gift of the gab”’ or to possess a genius 
for arithmetic or chess, is to argue from the 
rare exception to the rule, and therefore to 
libel a whole class of deserving citizens on 
flimsy and insufficient grounds. 

That all is not well with education in this 
country, or elsewhere either, is freely admitted, 
and that reform is desirable goes without say- 
ing; but the reform, in order to be effective, 
will probably have to follow lines that may 
never cross those suggested at Nashville. 


POSSIBILITIES OF DIRIGIBLES. 


An interesting editorial in a recent issue of 
Automotive Abstracts calls. attention to the 
fact that the public, in its interest in trans- 
oceanic flights by airplane, has apparently for- 
gotten what is, after ‘all, the natural and 
proper medium for such flights. This is, of 
course, the dirigible. The editorial points out, 
by way of illustration, a record which remains 
unbroken, namely, that of the British R-34, 
which flew from England to America and back 
again. The Los Angeles itself crossed the 
ocean without special incident or difficulty. 
During the war a German Zeppelin flew from 
Germany into the heart of Africa. Finding 
German territory there in enemy hands, the 
ship immediately turned around and flew back 
without a stop, covering a distance of mor 
than 4,000 miles. 


_. The editorial goes on to point out, what is 


s0 obviously true, that the dirigible and the 
airplane have entirely distinct purposes, The 
airplane, by its very nature, is not suited for 
long distance flights, and never -will be. To 
cover great distances it must be so loaded 
down with fuel that it is impeded from the 
very start. This fact gains pertinence when 
one recalls the exquisite care with which Lind- 
hergh eliminated every possible ounce of 
weight in preparation for his immortal flight. 
Did he not even divest himself of his wrist 
watch? 

The dirigible, on the other hand, is not only 
a vehicle but an economic vehicle, carrying a 
pay load. A dirigible can be made distinctly 
to pay for itself on long-distance flights, for it 
can carry not only passengers but freight. It 
is extremely doubtful if the airplane can ever 
be made to do either in any great quantity.. In 
recognition of this fact, Great Britain is now 
building two superdirigibles for the Australian 
service, while others are in contemplation for 


direct connection with India. The huge “air

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SAN FRANCISCO LEADS, 


On January 12 and 13 the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee will meet in Washington for 
the purpose of choosing the city and date for 
the national convention. 
to consideration overridden because of its 
proximity to wet Windsor, three possibilities 
remain—Miami, Cleveland and San Francisco. 
The Democratic convention will be held the 
latter part of June, and although the date has 
not yet been fixed, {t is likely that Tuesday, 
June 26, will witness the gathering of the 
legions. 

The national committee has an uneviable 
task in making the selection. Sectional dif- 
ferences may not creep in this year, but local 
jealousies coupled with the belief that a con- 
vention brings dollars into a community will 
make each of the three possibilities fight to the 
last ditch to feceive the final approval. Cleve- 
land may figure but slightly in the delibera- 
tions. It made a half-hearted plea for the Re- 
publican convention, but did not offer any ad- 
equate financial inducement. 

Between Miami and San Francisco bitter 
words may develop. Granting that lower Flor- 
ida in June is hardly fit for Northern tempera- 
ments from the climatic standpoint, it must be 
remembered that Florida is attempting to 
stage a comeback from the collapse following 
the late boom, It would be of advantage to 
Florida to draw a representative gathering to 
its bosom; whether or not it considers a con- 
vention worth enough in cold cash, however, is 
another matter. San Francisco is said to have 
$250,000 ready to offer Democracy as a con- 
vention guarantee, If Florida can not match 
that sum dollar for dollar, it probably can not 
get the convention. 

After all, San Francisco is the logical and 
probably would be the most happy place in 
which Democracy could select its standard 
bearer. Democrats will not soon forget the 
pleasures of the June days in 1920, when the 
late William Jenhings Bryan was deprived of 
the nomination in favor of Gov. James M. Cox, 
of Ohio. The same facilities are waiting this 
year—the same climate, the same hospitality, 
the same good hotels, the same gayety, and 
$250,000. Distance from the Eastern sea- 
board cuts but little figure, for ample time 
will elapse between the Republican and Demo- 
cratic conventions to make last-minute calls 
to arms unnecessary. Furthermore, news- 
paper staffs will already be half way across the

LOSS OF THE DAWN, 

It becomes increasingly certain that the 
Dawn was wrecked off the tip of Cape Cod, in 
the general vicinity of the sinking of the sub- 
marine S-4. The crew of the schooner Rose 
Anne Belliveau, in harbor at Portland, Me., 
tell a story of the strumming of an airplane 
engine on the night of December 23. A heavy 
sea was running and a gale was blowing. Flur- 
ries of snow and sleet obscured the view. ‘The 
humming came close to the ship, grew some- 
what fainter, and suddenly ceased, accom- 
panied by a muffled splash. 

Earlier, a radio operator aboard the steamer 
Oakey L. Alexander reported that as his ship 
passed the tip of Cape Cod, in the same gen- 
eral vicinity, he heard a message, presumably 
from the plane, requesting bearings from the 
Chatham station of the Radio Corporation of 
America... A few minutes later came the 
words “plane down,” then silence. Both 
stories agree with that told by a resident of 
East Orleans, on Cape Cod. The Dawn passed 
over her house, she claims, and headed over 
the ocean. There seemed to be engine trouble 
and there were indications of sleet and snow 
at sea, 

These stories probably write the end of the 
story of the little band that set out to sail the 
Dawn from the United States to Europe. Its 
entire career was fraught with disappointment. 
Heralded as a safety ship, designed to prove 
that transatlantic flying was both possible and 
practicable, the Dawn failed in several earlier 
attempts and finally brought its crew to dis- 
aster. é , 

* The flight of the Dawn was a reckless and 
suicidal venture undertaken in the face of 
warnings from both man and nature. An at- 
tempt to cross the Atlantic by flying in the 
teeth of a gale and in winter, ends as was to 
be expected. 


UP FROM SLAVERY. 


It comes somewhat as a surprise to a coun- 
try that has just celebrated the sixty-fifth an- 
niversary of the freeing of its slaves to realize 
that elsewhere slavery has just been abolished. 
On New Year’s Day some 250,000 negro domes- 
tic slaves were freed from bondage in the Sicrra 
Leone protectorate in Africa. To Lady Simon, 
wife of Sir John Simon, the British Liberal 
statesman, is given credit for disclosing to the 
outside world the conditions existing in the 
protectorate, and for making the ardent plea 
that resulted in the emancipation of the slaves. 

Hist6éry bids fair to repeat itself in Sierra 
Leone. These 250,000 liberated blacks ap- 
parently do not realize what has befallen them. 
Most of them wish to remain with their old 


‘masters, and it is believed likely that there will 


be little shifting from one employer to another 
unless a master treats his servants with cruelty. 
In many cases the ex-slaves will receive grants 
of land from their old masters; the majority, 
however, are expected to stay on, receiving 
compensation for their services. . The question 
of compensation to the former slave holders 
has not yet been settled. 

Gradually these people must be led to im- 
prove their condition; bit by bit they must be 
taught to be self-sustaining. Schools must be 
established to lead the new citizens toward use- 
ful, productive and valuable lives, _

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Experts Play 
| Radio Bridge 


The millions of Bridge players who 
are following the weekly Radio Bridge 
games profited this week by hearing a 
splendid demonstration of the Grand 
Coup. Local players heard this tenth 
game of this year’s series from Station 
WRC last night. . 

' Mr. Work had for his partner Mrs 
Florence ©. Douglass, one of Pitts- 


burgh’s most noted teachers and play- 
ers; while Mr. Whiteheati played with 
W. 8. Firestone, of Cleveland, a player 
and writer of national reputation, 

Mrs. Douglass was the South player 
and dealer. She opened the bidding 
with one Heart on this holding: Spades, 
9, 3; Hearts, K, J, 10, 7, 6, 4; Diamonds. 
K, J, 3; Clubs, A, 6. Her hand admir- 
ably exemplified the possible shading 
of the normal requirement of two side 
tricks to warrant the original bid of a 
suit lacking the Ace or the King- 
Queen. 

Mr. Firestone, West, bid one Spade. 
He held: Spades, K, Q, J, 10, 6; Hearts, 
9; Diamonds, 9, 6, 2; Clubs, 9, 7, 5, 2. 
Notwithstanding his four honors’ in 
Spades, his hand did not contain the 
two quick tricks necessary for an in- 
itial bid, but it met the requirements 
for a following or defensive bid. 

Mr.- Work, North, bid two Diamonds. 
His cards were: Spades, 8, 5, 4; Hearts, 
8. 2; Diamonds, A, Q, 10, 8} Clubs, K, 
Q. J, 8 As he did not have Spades 
stopped he could not bid No Trump; 
yet, since he had only two small cards 
of his partner’s suit he was obliged to 
deny that suit if he were able to do so. 
His Diamond suit, supported by Club 
Strength, furnished the opportunity. 

Mr. Whitehead, East, passed. His 
holding was: Spades, A, 7, 2; Hearts, 
A, Q, 5, 3; Diamonds, 7, 5, 4; Clubs, 10, 
4, 3. With the King of Hearts un- 
doubtedly held by Mrs. Douglass, 
South, Mr. Whitehead’s hand fell be- 
low the requirements for a first round 
assist of a defensive bid. 


Contract Obtained at 3 Hearts. 


Mrs. Douglas went to two Hearts. 
Her length and strength in Hearts war- 
ranted at least one rebid In that suit in 
spite of her partner’s denial, especially 
as her partner’s bid had shown some 
strength, although less than normal 
Support in Hearts Mr. Firestone 
passed, as he lacked strength for a re- 
bid. Mr. Work passed as he knew from 
his partner’s rebid that she did not 
need the support of three Hearts in 
his hand. Mr. Whitehead bid two 
Spades. to assure his partner of at 
least average expectancy of support. 
He made this biu also to encourage the 
opening of the Spade suit in case his 
partncr held King-Jack in the suit, 
which he might not open in the ab- 
sence of an assist. 

Mrs. Douglass bid three Diamonds. 
Her: partner’s denial of Hearts on the 
first round caused Mrs. Douglass at this 
point to show her support for his Dia- 
monds. However, she hoped that Mr, 
Work, her partner, might be; able on 
this round to take the bid back to 
Hearts, inasmuch as she had shown 
him her Heart strength by her rebid 
of that suit. If able to change to 
Hearts Mr. Work could do so without 
increasing the contract 

Mr. Firestone passed He was re- 
lieved tc have Mr. Whitehead’s two 
Spade bid over-called, especially with 
a Minor suit, because of his own ex- 
treme weakness and the fact that Mr. 
Whitehead’s assist was a belated one. 

Mr. Work went to three Hearts. He 
had only four Diamonds and althougn 
he held but two Hearts, his partners 
rebid had shown him that she did not 
require normal support in that suit. 

All passed, and Mrs. Douglass. se- 
cured the contract at three Hearts. 

Mr. Firestone opened the King 
Spad*s, the co-rect lead from a KRing- 
Queen suit. Dummy was spread, and 
Mrs. Douglass played from it the 4 of 
Spades. Mr. Whitehead played the en- 
couraging 7, inviting his partner tc 
continue with the sult; Mrs. Douglas: 
played the 3. 


Lead Shows Queen. 


Mr. Firestone continued with the 
Jack of Spades. His lead of the Kinp 
showed his partner the Queen, s0 f\ 
led the Jack to give additional info: 
mation. Dummy played the 5; 
Whitehead the Ace, to unblock the 
suit: Mrs. Douglass the 9. Mr. White- 
head returned the 2 of Spades; Mrs 
Douglass trumped with the 4 of Hearts, 
Mr. Firestone played the 6 of Spades; 
Dummy the 8 spot. 

Now that she had the lead, Mrs. 
Douglass paused a moment to plan her 
line of play. She noted that her Dia- 
monds and Clubs were solid. She had 
lost two Spade tricks and must lose the 
Ace of trumps. If she lost another 
trick. she would lose game. This loss 
would be unavoidable if both Ace and 
Queen of Hearts were in Mr. Firestone’s 
hand, West. But if East held the 
Queen, Mrs. Douglass could limit the 
loss in trumps to one trick. She 
planned to enter Dummy for a trump 
lead. But first she led the Ace of 
Clubs from her own hand to unblock 
that suit. Mr. Firestone played the 2: 
Dummy the 8; Mr. Whitehead the 3. 

Mrs. Douglass continued with the 6 
of Clubs; Mr. Firestone played the 5; 
Dummy the Jack; Mr. Whitehead the 
4 


Dummy led the 2 of Hearts; Mr. 
Whitehead played the 3. There was no 
reason for him to play high. Dummy 
could come through him but twice 
with trumps, and if Mr. Whitehead de- 
clined to play either the Ace or Queen 
Declarer might be forced later to lead 
a trump up to Mr. Whitehead’s majo1 
tenace, in which case both his Ace and 
Queen would make,¢ and Declarer’s 
game would be lost. Mrs. Douglass, af- 
ter Mr. Whitehead played low, finessed 
her Jack of Hearts; Mr. Firestone 
played the 9. , 

Mrs. Douglass then led the 3 of Dia- 
monds to put Dummy in for another 
trump lead. Mr. Firestone played the 
2; Dummy the 10; Mr. Whitehead the 
4. Dummy then led the 8 of Hearts; 
Mr. Whitehead played the 5; Declarer 
ducked with the 6, since the 8 spot 
Could be taken only by the outstand- 
ing Ace or Queen; Mr. Firestone dis- 
carded the 6 of Diamonds. 


Grand Coup Valuable. 


Mr. Whitehead a. this point held the 
Ace and Queen of trumps alone, and 
Mrs. Douglass had three trumps to the 
King. If she retained these three trumps 
to the end she would be forced to trump 
the eleventh trick and must then lead a 
trump up to Mr. Whitehead’s Ace- 
Queen. To prevent this catastrophe, it 
was necessary for her to dispose of one 
of her trumps. Accordingly, she led 
Dummy’s King of Clubs with a view to 
trumping it aithougr it was a winner: 
Mr. Whitehead played the 10 of Clubs; 
Mrs. Douglass trumped with the 7 of 
Hearts; Mr Firestone played the 7 of 
Clubs. : 

Mrs. Douglass then led the Jack oft 
Diamonds; Mr. Firestone played the 9; 
Dummy covered with the Queen; Mr 
Whitehead played the 5. Dummy re- 
turned the Queen of Clubs; Mr. White- 
head, realizing the futility of trumping 
discarded the 7 of Diamonds; Mrs. 
Douglass discarded the King of Dia- 
monds;. Mr.- Firestone played the 9 of 
Clubs. 

Dummy continued with the Ace of 
Diamonds; Mr. Whitehead, finally forced 
to trump; played the Queen of Hearts; 
Mrs. Douglass overtrumped with the 
King of Hearts; Mr. Firestone discarded 
the 10 of Spades. 

Of course, the final trick went to Mr. 
Whitehead’s Ace of Trumps, but De- 
clarer, by her clever handling of the 
Grand Coup, made her fourjodd and

and Gray. 

As to the holdover champion, Cen- 
tral, there is no doubt but that the 
team is up to the standard set by re- 
cent Central court fives.

HUGE STEAM TURBINE 
EXPLODES IN ST. PAUL 


Several Workmen Are Injured 
When Power Company’s

Simmons Says , $9,000,000 
Lump Sum Is Enough for 
Government to Pay. 


ZIHLMAN WILL MAKE 
FIGHT FOR THIS PLAN 


Consensus Is, However, That 
Bill Has No Chance of Pas- 
_ gage at This Session. 


Prospects of Congress restoring the 
60-40 plan of paying the expenses of 
the District of Columbia government 
at this session seemed very poor on 
Capitol Hill yesterday. 


The most that could be hoped for, 
% appeared, was the laying of a ground- 
work for such a change at some later 
session. Representative Zihlman, of 
Maryland, chairman of the House Dis- 
trict committee, has proposed the ap- 
pointment of a commission to study 
the question, a commission composed 
of members of both houses and rep- 
Tresentatives of the city. 


Representative Robert G. Simmons, 
of Nebraska, chairman of the power- 
ful District subcommittee of the House 
appropriations” committee, yesterday 
announced that he was unalterably 
— to going back to the 60-40 
plan. 

‘Representative Simmons’ opposition 
is a blow to those who hoped for a 
fiscal policy change at this session. If 
there is a “key man” in the fiscal situ- 
ation, it is Simmons. He will have 
as much, if not more, influence in the 
fight that is to come as any member 
of the House: It is his subcommittee 
that will consider the $40,000,000 budg- 
et for the District at this session and 
put it in the form of an appropriation 
bill for presentation to the House. 


Holds $9,000,000 Fair. 


Not only does Representative Sim- 
mons think that an annual $9,000,000 
lump sum is a fair proportion of the 
Federal Government’s share of the ex- 
penses of the city, he thinks it is too 
much. 

He feels that the Federal Governmént 
should pay about $8,000,000. 

So far, Representative Simmons has 
worked on two District appropriation 
bills. In each case he expressed the 
opinion that $9,000,000 was too much 
for the Federal Government to pay. 
Yesterday he declared that he had seen 
nothing in the 1929 budget that had 
caused him to change his mind. Nor, 
said he, had the appeals and arguments 
of the Board of Trade and other or- 
ganizations caused him to change his 
mind. 

Representative Simmons emphasized 
that he was speaking only for himself, 
but it is well known that several other 
members of his subcommittee feel as 
he does. Thus, the prospect ts that 
when the budget estimates are whipped 
into the shape of an appropriation 
bill by the subcommittee, the bill will 
contain a proviso that the Federal Gov- 
ernment’s share of the appropriation be 
approximately $9,000,000. 


Support on the Floor. 


When the bill reaches the floor of 
the House, Representative Simmons 
will make a speech justifying the 
$9,000,000 lump sum, and will give his 
reasons for opposing a return to the 
60-40 ratio. 

This latter plan, of course, will have 
ite advocates on the floor, Chairman 
ZihIman, of the House District com- 
mittee, and several others having al- 
ready stated that they felt the District 
was paying too much. 

The Simmons subcommittee will be- 
gin hearings on the District budget 
the morning of January 9. The first 
to be called will be the District Com- 
missioners, who will be asked to explain 
and justify the various items in the 
budget. 

In the end, the Commissioners are 
expected to ask that the Federal Gov- 
ernment pay 40 per cent of these items. 

The brightest ray in the situation 
yesterday emanated from the office of 
Senator Lawrence C. Phipps, of Colo- 
rado, 
priations subcommittee that handles 
the District appropriation bill after it 
leaves the House. 

Senator Phipps, it was learned, will 
do his utmost to have the Federal Gov- 
ernment bear 40 per cent of the appro- 
priation. 

Senator Phipps always has felt that 
Mme District government was paying too 
much. He felt this way when it first 
was proposed to abandon the 50-50 
plan of paying the expenses, and to 
adopt the 60-40 plan. He made a 
valiant attempt to keep the 50-50 plan, 
but was unsuccessful. He also fought 
hard to prevent the adoption of the 
$9,000,000 lump-sum plan. 

The fact remains, however, that ap- 
propriations originate in the House, 


and it will be difficult for the Senate | 


to override anything that body does 
with regard to the fiscal situation. 


Senate Committee 
On District to Meet 


The Senate District committee will 
hold its first meeting of the present 
aession this morning. Senator Arthur 
Capper, of Kansas, the chairman, said 
that it would be an organization meet- 
ing. He will appoint a number of sub- 
committees and to these will be re- 
ferred the various District bills that 
have been introduced so far this ses- 
sion. 

It is possible that the committee 
may consider the nomination of Theo- 
dore Cogswell to be register of wills of 
the District. A complaint has been 
lodged against him by some unldenti- 
fied person. I[t is understood, however, 
that the complaint is a trivial one, and 
the committee is expected to make a 
favorable report on the nomination.

Report to Commissioners 
Urges Return to Fixed Ratio 
of Federal Aid. 


CITES HIGHER EXPENSES 


Return to the 60-40 method of 
financing the District government was 
recommended to the Commissioners 
yesterday by a committee consisting of 


the delegates sent to Toronto in Oc- 
tober to attend the twentieth annual 


national tax conference. 
In a lengthy report, the committee 
urged that the Federal Givernment in- 


crease its participation in the expense 


of local administration on the ground 
that District residents, forced by clir- 
cumstances to live here, should not be 
too heavily burdened for maintenance 
of the National Capital. 

The members of the cominittee sub- 
mitting the report were Thomas 
Walker Page, chairman; Edward F. 
Colladay, vice chairman; Assessor WIII- 
iam P. Richards, secretary, and Robert 
V. Fleming, Frank J. Coleman, Joshua 
Evans, jr.. and William L. Beale. 
report said in part: 

“Your committee holds the opinion 
that the expenses of the government 


'of the District of Columbia should be 


divided between said District and the 
United States Government in the pro- 
portion of 60 to 40. 

“This proportion is to make sure of 
a safe and fixed policy so that extraor- 
dinary conditions of expenditures shail 
not bear too heaviiy on the taxpayers 
who are forced by circumstances to be 
residents of the District of Columbla.

VANDERBILT ESTATE 
MUST PAY $92,463 


‘Appellate Court Upholds Tax 
Involved in Stock Farm 
That Lost Money. 


The estate of the 
Vanderbilt will have to pay a dé@ficiency 
assessment of approximately 892,463 in 
Income taxes for the years 1919, 1920 
and 1921, according to a decision yes- 
| terday by the District of Columbia 
| Court of Appeals. James H. Deering, 
executor of the estate, protested against 
|} the rullng by David H. Blair, Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue, that the 
| assessment must be paid and appealed 
ito the Board of Tax Appeals. The 
board upheld Mr. Blair, and 
was taken to the appellate court. 


The case, as it reached the latter tri- 
bunal, turned on the intent of Mr. Van- 
| derbilt, who died September 4, 1925, in 
‘continuing over a period of twenty 

years, to support and maintain a stock 
|farm at Portsmouth, R. I., when the 
farm never pald a penny of profits 
While the appellate court found that 
the farm, on which blooded hackney 
horses were raised, was conducted as 
a business in one sense, it was not In- 
tended to pay the owner a profit, and 
because of that fact the court declared 
the losses sustained were not properly 
deductible as regular business losses. 


Mr. Deering insisted that the raising 
of horses was a business of a type rec- 
ognized by the statutes and that the 
losses should be deducted. Mr. Blair 
contended that horse raising was a 
hobby for Mr. Vanderbilt and that he 
was more interested in blue ribbons 
than in profits. 

The appellate court declared that if 
the business had been operated with 
the intention to make it pay a profit. 
the sheriff would have long ago sold 
out the business to pay its debts.
